FOREIGN NOTES. 


Great Floods in Queensland — The 
Capital Inundated. 

Lonpon, Jan. 2%4.—[By Cable.] Dis- 
patches from Brisbane, capital of Queens- 
land, state that that colony has been swept 
by a fearful cyclone, accompanied by a rain- 
fall of such extraordinary copiousness that 
20 inches of water fell in a short time. The 
result has been disastrous floods. In the 
city of Brisbane some of the thoroughfares 
are submerged to the depth of 20 feet. The 
city is entirely cut off by the floods from its 
suburbs.

I find that sulphuring can hardly be 
done too soon, particularly in localities 
where the vines are subject to the dis- 
ease. I commence when the shoots are 
but an inch or two long and when many 
of them are but just starting.

These 
two sulphurings, if well done, and a 
good article of sulphur employed, are 
sufficient to check mildew. There may 
appear a few isolated cases of sickly 
vines later in the season, but with care 
they also can be cured. 
he different qualities of sulphur 
have been discussed in your paper. I 
have tried them all, and I, for one, am 
convinced that there is no economy in 


using any but the best. Last year I used 


a Belgian sulphur, branded Koch & Reis, 
which can be found, probably, at any 
wholesale druggist’s. In former 4 —

suffered more or less from mildew, 
whereas, last year, employing the Bel- 
not over a dozen vines were af- 
ected out of over 40 acres.

THE OLD, OLD TALE 


Told by the Letter of a Spanish Lieu- 
tenant. 
LE. L. W. in Santa Cruz Sentinel. ] 

The voice of 101 years ago is sounded 
in the following translation, the origi- 
nal of which is in my ion: 

Joseph Mo held the rank of lieu- 
tenant in the Spanish service. He was 

in command at the Presidio of San 
Francisco in 1785, and was one of the 
officers who accompanied Philip de 
Neve to California, the latter being 
military commander of California from 
1774 to the year 1782, and was suc- 
ceeded by Pedro Fages, who was in 
office from 1782 to the year 1790.

He confessed his fault, and said he was 
impelled to go after the woman when 
she left because she had told him the 
Padre would force her to marry an 
Indian of the Mission, which she 
had refused todo. That she had become 


a Christian in order to m Alvitre, 
but the Padre would not let her do so, 
and insisted upon her the 


Indian. 

And so Alvitre fled from here in 
order to make to your Excellency his 
appeal in person; finding himself a long 
way from here, and not knowing his 
whereabouts, he determined to join 
the wild Indians upon the Tulare 
He was lost. Upon crossing 
the mountains the other sideof the 
valley, he repented of his intention, 


and finally determined to return. He is 


desirous your Excellency permit him 


to marry this Indian woman, who has 
been en to him from the time she 
dese the Gentiles of her race and 


became a Christian; the woman has the 


same desire, and in this 
with Alvitre; she adds that Padre 
Pena told her she should not 
marry Alvitre: that she should be 
taken to her country, a long distance 
away, and that she must marry Ger- 
bacio. To which she answered Padre 
Pena: She would not m Gerbacio, 
nor any one else except Alvitre, even 
though she should be sent to her own 
country!“ And then Padre Pena said 
if she wouldn’t marry Gerbacio he would 
marry to some other Indian, and 
that, if she did not obey, she should be 
severely flogged. 

These are the causes which prompted 
her to leave and find Alvitre, that he 
mi * m as they — 
and for w purpose s become 
a Christian. 

By reason of the passion shown by 
these contracting parties, I have ob- 
served in such cases that if they do not 
marry there happens disgrace, which 
causes perplexity to the service of both 
God and the King, and if the woman is 
forced to marry an Indian, better it 
will be in such case to take Alvitre out 
of this country. 

May God protect your excellency for 
many years.

How to Get Ria of a Threatening 
Nufeance. 
[Exchange.] 

The tramp nuisance is ange 
erable attention in the East. Not long 
age the Journal called attention to the 
original method which the Commission- 
ers of Westchester county, N. Y., pro- 
posed to adopt toridthe county of 
tramps. They decided to construct a 
tramp prison, with cells which could be 
flooded with water to the depth of 6 feet, 
but which could be kept moderately dry 
by rapid bailing on the part of the oc- 
cupants. The plan was denounced in 
many quarters as cruel, though it was 
intended that only such tramps should 
be confined in the prison as were abso- 
lutely unwilling to work for their daily 
bread and desired to make a living by 


wives and servants. 
In Philadelphia the tramp question 
has been taken up by “The ety for 
izing Ch 7 > There is a law 
in Pennsylvania which denominates as 
a tramp any person who goes from 
place to place begging or subsisting on 
charity, and makes the offense punish- 
able by not more than 12 months’ con- 


house. But the law has not been 


no distinction between the tramp who 
is willing to work but can’t get the 
work to do and the tramp who wouldn't 
work if he had the opportunity. There- 
fore, a bill has been prepared which is 
humane in its intentions and which 
ought to work well if it becomes a law. 
It provides for the establishment, in 
every borough or township, of way- 
farers’ | . In these every applicant 
for aid will be provided with food and 
shelter, provided he werks one hour 
and a half for every meal and one hour 
and a half for a night’s lodging. Any 
able-bodied applicant for help who de- 
clines to work will be committed under 
the tramp law. This plan recommends 
itself not only to the honest tramp who 
is willing to work, but also to the com- 
munity at large. It will take away the 
necessity for private charity which
